Nixon Affirms N A T O Comm/frnenf 
U.S. Backs British 
Entry Into Market 


LONDON IAP) 
— President 
Nixon pledged anew to Britain 
today that the United States 
backs the concept of an en­ 
larged Common M arket, includ­ 
ing Britain, within a unified Eu­ 
rope. 
His position was m ade known 
by his spokesman, Ronald L. 
Ziegler, at a news conference 
following the President’s two- 
hour 
and 
46-minute 
meeting 
with P rim e M inister Harold Wil­ 
son this morning. 
In rn discussion of European 
integration, 
Ziegler 
said, 
the i 
P resident “ indicated, as he has j 
done before, support for B rit-1 
ain’s entry” into the Common 
M arket. 
Nixon also affirm ed the abid­ 
ing com m itm ent of the United j 
States 
to the 
North 
Atlantic • 
T reaty Organization and Euro­ 
pean security. 
Wilson Pleased 
, 
Trevor 
Lloyd 
Hughes, 
the 
British 
spokesman. 
reix>rted 
Wilson 
expressed 
pleasure at { 
Nixon’s affirm ation of support 
for the NATO alliance. 
This appeared to place the 
U.S. 
adm inistration in opposi­ 
tion to the policies attributed to 
President Charles de Gaulle for 
recasting the institutions of al­ 
lied Europe. 
But 
the 
French 
president’s 
quarrel with Wilson's govern­ 
m ent was 
not 
directly 
dis­ 
cussed, 
the 
U.S. 
and 
British 
spokesmen said 
at 
the 
joint 
news conference. 
The P resident’s crowded 16- 
hour day was dom inated by two 
working sessions in tne cabinet 
room of No. IO Downing St. ex­ 
am ining m ajor world problem s 
for Peking to Paris. 
Queen’s Luncheon 
Also 
on 
Nixon’s 
crowded 
schedule was a luncheon given 
by 
Queen 
Elizabeth 
ll 
and 
Prince 
Philip at Buckingham 
Palace; and m eetings with Con­ 
servative party leader Edward

another 
Conservative; and Liberal party 
chief Jerem y Thorpe. 
Among the chief topics Nixon 
and Wilson were tackling were; 
—East-W est relations; includ­ 
ing the President’s hopes to ne­ 
gotiate soon with the Soviet Un­ 
ion; 
—The future of the North At­ 
lantic Alliance; including Presi­ 
dent Charles de G aulle's 
at­ 
tem pts to do away with it; 
—The 
Arab-Israeli 
conflict 
and the prospects of an Ameri­ 
can-Soviet 
agreem ent 
to pro­ 
m ote peace; 
—The Asian scene; with the 


focus on the Vietnam w ar; 
—The factor of nuclear pow­ 
er; both in the civil and mili­ 
tary sectors. 
Vindication 
Wilson in his cam paign to get 
Britain into the Common M ar­ 
ket has been playing down the 
concept that his governm ent has 
preferential 
bonds 
with 
the 
United States. But the British 
leaders were pleased at Nixon’s 
words since they seemed to im­ 
ply Am erican support and sym­ 
pathy for the British govern­ 
m ent in its new w ar of words 


with De Gaulle. 
The British also took Nixon’s 
public affirm ations of support 
for 
both 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and the Eu­ 
ropean Common M arket as vin­ 
dication for their telling their al­ 
lies of De G aulle’s new’ propos­ 
als to do away with both organi­ 
zations. But spokesmen for Nix­ 
on and Wilson insisted the two 
leaders at their initial m eeting 
Monday night did not delve into 
the rights or wrongs or even the 
substance of the British-Freneh 
: row.

Au­ 
thoritative sources said about 
200 U.S. troops had been killed 
in the three days of fighting and 
several hundred others wound­ 
ed.

said the offensive had cost the

day night and Sunday, followed 
by some ground probes. 
M ortar Attacks 
At least 90 South Vietnamese 
civilians were reported 
killed 
and nearly 400 wounded, most of 
them by the enem y m ortar and 
artillery attacks on cities and 
town across the country.

analysts 
said Saigon still appeared to be 
the Com m unist’s com m and’s ul­ 
tim ate objective, 
the fighting 
spread north today and 28 U.S. 
M arines were reported killed in 
two attacks just below the de­ 
m ilitarized zone. They w ere the 
' first attacks reported along the 
DMZ since the Com m unist of­ 
fensive began.

President Nixon’s current tour of Europe 
was inspired by . everal motives. He wanted to 
as'ure Europe that the Johnson Administration’s 
occupation in Asia didn’t reflect his administra­ 
tion’s position. It gives Europe top priority in its 
scale of values. 
And lie wanted to solidify the home front 
behind his administration. He was elected by a 
minority and Americans are notoriously divided 
on home front issues, but usually solid on for­ 
eign policy, so he reasoned that he could broaden 
his home front support by involving himself 
early in our foreign problems. They’re big. Not 
only the war in Vietnam, but tile unsettled and 
potentially explosive Israeli-Arab war, Berlin, 
etc.

President Nixon was hopeful that he could 
achieve a new unity among the W estern Allies 
on his visit. Ti is is the hope of all new presi­ 
dents. it s e e m s ; it’s only after they’ve tried and 
tried to achieve it that they l>egin to think that 
some obstacles are insuperable. 
(' arles DeGaulle might I** one of them, 
but Nixon likes DeGaulle and may have counted 
upon this feeling to gain him cooperation. De- 
Gaulle used the occasion of the Nixon visit to 
suggest to Britain that they shake up the Eur­ 
opean Common Market and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. The first organization is 
a trade alliance and Britain isn’t in it, thanks to 
France: and the second is a defensive alliance 
and France has been bugging out of it. 
DeGaulle certainly unsettled Mr. Nixon’s 
trip with t h i s maneuver, which Washington 
thinks must have been calculated. Britain and 
France fell to quarreling between themselves 
over the issue and we now present to Russia just 
the kind of impression that Nixon wanted to 
avoid: allies quarreling among themselves.

Addies^ing the NATO Council on his first 
tour stop, Mr. Nixon told our allies that the 
United States plans eventual talks with Soviet 
Russia about world affairs, and particularly 
what the two superpowers’ roles will be toward 
them. 
We’ll consult with our allies before and dur­ 
ing the discussions with Russia, said Nixon, but 
we’ll talk with Russia. It could well happen that 
DeGaulle’s newest gambit to cut the United 
States down to size by making an all-European 
deal with Britain won’t help France and may re­ 
sult in loss of French influence in world politics 
as the two greatest military powers go to the 
summit. 
Any important division of power in the 
world must involve the United States and Russia. 
DeGaulle has chosen to weaken our position as 
a member of NATO as we prepare to talk with 
the Russians, but it is hard to see how he Inn 
helped France. 


Cooling Trend 


Winters aren’t what they used to be. say 
climatologists, and they aren’t talking als)ut the 
blizzard of ’88. 
Since alinit 1950, a cooling trend has made 
winters a bit harsher and summers slightly mild­ 
er in both North America and Europe. This re­ 
verses a warming trend that took place during 
the first half of the 2»>th century, says the Na­ 
tional Geographic Society. 
Paradoxically, the 
experts suspect 
that 
man-created pollution is responsible for both 
trends. 
’Die warming may have l>een caused by car- 
bon dioxide, produced by burning coal and oil. 
The cooling may be due to other forms of pollu­ 
tion — dust and smoke and other particles man 
is spewing into the air. 
♦

* 
One scientist with the Environmental Science 
Services Administration estim ates that the car­ 
bon dioxide naturally present in the atmosphere 
keeps the world alxiut 20 degrees warmer than 
it would Im* if the gas were totally absent. A IO 
per cent increase in the amount of carlxm diox­ 
ide. which is an efficient absorber of heat, could 
raise temperatures in the lower atmosphere by 
one-half a d e g re e Fahrenheit. 
This is just alinit what the worldwide tem­ 
perature increase has been since 1900. It doesn’t 
sound like much, but it was enough to push the 
crop line on the Canadian prairies 50 to loo miles 
farther north.

On the other hand, dust and >moke reflect 
some of the sun’s heat back into space. We are 
currently manufacturing, warn the climatolo­ 
gists, a nebulous veil of dust that is virtually en­ 
circling the world. 
Mankind evidently has two alternatives be­ 
fore it. Either we pour more carbon dioxide into 
Hie air to counteract the effects of tile dust, and 
then more dust to counteract the effects of the 
carbon dioxide or we stop polluting the atmos­ 
phere entirely. 
It is not difficult to guess what it will have 
to be. There is no advantage in tieing comfortably 
warm if you can’t breathe. 


Think Breaks 


Now comes a British psychologist with a 
proposal he thinks might do more than the long 
lunch hour in making the job bearable. 
Dr. George Gall sa’ 
mat what is needed 
iii today’s massive aggregations of employers 
and employed, and for housewives for that mat­ 
ter. are “think breaks.” IO minutes away from 
work when everybody would do nothing (sneak­ 
ing a cigarette or an extra cup of coffee would 
defeat the purpose, he says) but ponder their 
jobs, how to improve and think positively alxnjt 
them. 
’The breaks would, in effect, be time-out 
periods from the too-fast pace of modern life, 
enabling people to contemplate that life and. 
theoretically at least, therefore get more out 
of it. 
There is a possible drawback. H ie way our 
increasingly beehivelike society h a s b een going, 
if people really stopped to think about their jobs, 
would they ever go back to them ?

Joint Account 
A jo.nt account, how ever, is 
not feasible if you want to m ake 
sure no one else has access to 
your account. 
If you need to send out sev­ 
eral checks a month, your next 
step after a savings account is 
a checking account. It will, how­ 
ever, involve extra costs. 
Checking accounts usually do 
not pay interest on funds kept in 
the account, as do savings ac­ 
counts even in the sam e bank. 
If you send out fewer than five 
checks a 
month, usually you 
would find it cheaper if not al­ 
ways convenient to use money 
orders for those occasions. There 
are regular checking and speci­ 
al checking accounts. Ask a bank 
official to explain which is bet­ 
ter for you. 
It is easy enough to keep your 
checkbook balanced if you form 
a few sim ple habits. Always fill 
in the stub first, including de­ 
ducting the am ount of the check 
from the previous balance. Af­ 
ter you fill in the check, trans­ 
fer the new balance to tile next 
stub so that it is ready for the 
next check. 
Bank Statem ent 


Most banks give you a “state­ 
m ent'’ once a month. This is a 
record of all your checking ac­ 
count deposits and w ithdraw als, 
and shows the balance. 
Banks do provide suggestions 
on how to reconcile your rec­ 
ords. Always follow these.

The program was 
timed to 
take advantage of federal and 
state legislation which prom­ 
ised 25 per cent federal and 50 
per cent state funding partici­ 
pation.

Reexamine Project 
In 
Lansing 
the 
Escanaba 
delegation was 
told 
that the 
present picture calls for 45 per 
cent (not 25) from the local 
community. 
“ W e’re going to have to re­ 
examine our own clean water 
program to 
determine 
if the 
C ity of Escanaba can assume 
45 per cent of the cost of a $5 
million program.” said George 
Harvey, city manager. “ In De­ 
cember we made a project ap­ 
plication on the basis of 25 per 
cent local participation and un­ 
less there is 
some 
favorable 
action at the s'tate and federal 
level to keep it near that fig­ 
ure, we will have to take a 
new, hard look at 
the whole 
project.” 


“ We are 
extremely 
disap­ 
pointed,” said Howard Smale,

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water bond issue was sold co 
the people of Michigan on the 
basis of 25 per cent local proj­ 
ect cost.”
